16 July 2004 


The July 2004 meeting of the Fort 
Wayne Radio Club was held at the Good Shepherd 
United Methodist Church with President Tom Baker 
as the host. There were about 26 persons present. 


OLD BUSINESS: 


The minutes from the June meeting were read and there 
were no corrections. Al Burke thanked Jim Moehring 
for capturing the minutes at the June meeting in Al’s 
absence. 


Treasurer Bob Streeter provided a status of club fi- 
nances as follows: As of 16 July 2004 the club had 
a year-to-date income of $2,083.76 and expenses 
of $2,288.80. Its assets included $85.50 in cash and 
$6,379.13 in Savings/Checking. Total assets, in- 
cluding the estimated value of club property, were 
$11,414.63. 


Tom Baker noted that upcoming meeting events would 
include the Tailgate Hamfest in August, club officer 
nominations in September and subsequent elections in 
October. He also noted that our Nelson’s Port-a Chick- 
en sale will occur on Saturday 28 August in the Cold- 
water Rd Walmart parking lot from 10 AM to 2 PM.

And as usual, the post- 
foxhunt food and desserts (at the Omega) were a great 
end to a great hunt. 


Emery McClendon reported that the ARMAD event 
came off very well and there is considerable interest 
building for follow on events. This should provide us 
an excellent opportunity to showcase our hobby and 
get it in front of the community as well as local and 
state government leaders. 


NEW BUSINESS:

President’s Message 


Itis August, and that means 
a it is time once again for 
our annual Family Picnic. 
The picnic will be held on 
August 21st at the QTH 
of Jim Boyer, KB9IH. 
Read about the details in 
the newsletter. At last month’s meeting, 
Ed LaRocque, who is the Allen County 
Emergency Management / Homeland Se- 
curity Director came to talk to us. He told 
us about a new program called CERT. It 
stands for Citizens Emergency Response 
Teams. They are training people to work 
in their neighborhoods in the event of 
a disaster like a tornado or other major 
event. They are trained in injury assess- 
ment and how to setup a triage. They get 
basic first aid, how to assess damage, and 
look for signs of broken utility lines. The 
idea is that the CERT people will be the 
first on the scene in their neighborhood 
in a major disaster. The CERT members 
go through 24 hours of training held over 
three days. It would be worthwhile for 
Hams to go through this training since 
we may be working with a CERT team 
and we will know how things are setup 
and work. We had 14 people sign up at 
the meeting. The classes are limited to 
20 people at each session, so Ed is go- 
ing to try to get a class just for the hams, 
and will be held sometime in January of 
2005. 


Now it is time for me to get on my “soap- 
box” since I have not done it for a while. 
We are still experiencing some problems 
from time to time on the repeater. For the 
most part it has been working OK. Once 
in a while we get some interference, but 
it has been hard to track it down. We are 
fortunate to be able to still have our pri- 
mary repeater on the Channel 15 tower 
at around 600 feet. We have a single an- 
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tenna that is a tri-band so that we can keep 
a couple of repeaters on the air. The down 
side is that with a single antenna on the 
northwest side of the tower you are going 
to have a shadow in the opposite direction.

The second old QSL is from JOABX on the island of 
Okinawa. The US captured Okinawa during World War 
II and administered it until 1972, when it was returned 
to Japanese control and moved to the DELETED list. 
It looks like the operator at JOABX was a Bill Baxter, 
and he was probably with the US military. Again no 
home call is given. 
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Old QSLs Carl Luetzelschwab K9OLA 


I’v always been fascinated with old QSLs cards - specifically the really old DX ones. 
With ARRL DXCC countries (more properly called entities) essentially defined by 
geographical and/or political boundaries, these old QSLs are excellent lessons in his- 
tory. Let’s take a look at several of these old QSLs - in fact, they’re so old that they 
are all on the DELETED list since the ‘country’ doesn’t exist anymore. Thanks to 
W2AGN for these QSLs. 


The first old QSL is from AG2AF in the Free Terri- 
tory of Trieste. After World War II, the UN took over 
the city of Trieste (Italy) and a large area surrounding 
the city. The UN set up the Free Territory of Trieste 
and divided it into two zones: one occupied by US 
and British troops and the other occupied by Yugoslav 
troops. In 1954 the city and most of the US/British area 
came under Italian control, thereby eventually moving 
it to the DELETED list several years later. Back in 
those days Trieste appears to have had two prefixes: I1 
(from the DXCC DELETED ENTITIES list) and AG2 
(from my old 1954 Winter Call Book). The operator at 
AG2AF was Bob, and it looks like his wife Amy was 
over there with him. Unfortunately Bob’s home call 
isn’t given.

The third old QSL is from W2WMV/C9 in Manchuria. 
In the Russo-Japanese War (1904-1905), Japan defeat- 
ed Russia and took control of a part of Manchuria. In 
1931, the Japanese conquered the rest of Manchuria. 
During the last days of World War II, Russia declared 
war on Japan and occupied Manchuria. Eventually 
Russian turned Manchuria back over to Chinese con- 
trol to become just another part of China - and hence 
moved to the DELETED list. The operator was Jacob 
Closson W2WMV. Jacob was with the Navy. 


Neat, huh? Bet you didn’t think DXing could be so intellectual! One last comment - note that all three of these 
QSOs were on 20 m phone - which back in those days was AM. SSB was still on the horizon. 
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Broadband Provider To Drop BPL 
In New York Trial Community 


from The ARRL Letter — The broadband provider 
that’s been testing BPL in the Village of Penn Yan, 
New York, reportedly plans to “move away” from 
that technology. The Western New York community 
of some 5000 residents has been considering various 
proposals with Data Ventures (DVI) to offer broad- 
band service. A BPL trial has been underway in Penn 
Yan for several months. The village reportedly would 
get 10 percent of the generated revenue. According to 
an article in the July 28 edition of the Finger Lakes 
Times Online, DVI now is proposing to employ wire- 
less mesh “WiFi” technology instead of BPL. ARRL 
CEO David Sumner, K1ZZ, congratulated Penn Yan 
Mayor Douglas G. Marchionda Jr and DVI for going 
with wireless broadband instead of BPL. 


“Not only will your citizens receive better service, but 
a serious radio spectrum pollution problem has been 
averted as well,” Sumner said in a fax to Marchionda 
and to DVI CEO Marc Burling. “We hope that other 
communities will be able to profit from your experi- 
ence.” Sumner raised the issue of interference com- 
plaints from the Penn Yan BPL trial with Marchionda 
last April. 


The Finger Lakes Times report quotes Burling as say- 
ing that his company didn’t feel BPL was “commer- 
cially deployable.” He also cited issues with the BPL 
trial including security concerns and interference-- 
which will not be an issue with the wireless system. 


Burling told ARRL that the Penn Yan BPL system re- 
mains on line but would be shut down once DVI starts 
deploying its wireless system. As for BPL, “We are 
going to sit back and wait for an official ruling from 
the FCC and go from there,” Burling added. 


Penn Yan already has rejected two DVI proposals to 
bring high-speed Internet service to the community, 
the newspaper said. Village officials reportedly met 
again with DVI representatives this week. DVI is part- 
nering with Nortel to offer the wireless service. 


In a March 23 article “In This Power Play, High-Wire 
Act Riles Ham-Radio Fans,” Wall Street Journal re- 
porter Ken Brown described a “firestorm” of protest 
from amateurs when Penn Yan approved the BPL test 
plan. 


ARRL also has learned that Energy East--a coopera- 
tive of New York State Electric & Gas and Roches- 
ter Gas & Electric--decided against deploying BPL 
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in their Western New York service area. 
Energy East based its decision in large 
part on the high levels of radio frequency 
interference an engineer and company of- 
ficials observed during a visit to the Penn 
Yan field trial. 


On July 29, Grand Haven, Michigan, 
announced that it had become the first 
community in the US to deploy a WiFi 
network <http://www.ottawawireless.net/ 
about-us/press-room.html> that blankets the city and 
up to 15 miles off shore in Lake Michigan with broad- 
band Internet access.

North Carolina Utility Ending BPL 
Field Trial 


from The ARRL Letter — Progress Energy Corporation 
(PEC) says it’s completed Phase II of its broadband 
over power line (BPL) field trial in the Raleigh, North 
Carolina, area. In an August 4 PEC internal memo- 
randum made available to ARRL, the company said 
its program to “test the viability of providing broad- 
band service to communities it serves” will wrap up 
by the end of August. The company reportedly will 
shut down the system once it’s able to move its BPL 
customers to other broadband providers. 


“Currently, the company does not have plans for a 
large-scale commercial rollout of BPL in the com- 
pany’s service territories,’ the memorandum states. 
Progress Energy’s decision comes on the heels of an- 
nounced shutdowns of BPL field trials in Penn Yan, 
New York, and Cedar Rapids, Iowa. 


PEC Vice President of Energy Delivery Solutions Lisa 
Myers said the utility obtained significant information 
about the design, construction and operation of a BPL 
system. “Overall, this has been a successful test for 
us,” the memorandum quotes her as saying. “We have 
gathered valuable information about broadband over 
power lines and its potential.” 


During its six-month Phase I and Phase II tests, the 
utility says it offered broadband service to more than 
400 homes in southern Wake County. Earlier this year, 
FCC Chairman Michael Powell visited the BPL field

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trial to promote the technology, and local radio ama- 
teurs spoke briefly with him about their interference 
concerns. 


The PEC memorandum acknowledged Amateur Radio 
interference complaints. “BPL has met with vocal op- 
position from amateur or ‘ham’ radio operators who 
are concerned that the service will interfere with the 
radio frequencies they use,” it said. “Some complaints 
were filed with the Federal Communications Commis- 
sion (FCC) during Phase II by ham radio operators us- 
ing mobile equipment in search of BPL signals.” 


Responding to one amateur’s complaint, the FCC 
earlier this summer took measurements in the field 
trial area. FCC Office of Engineering and Technology 
(OET) Deputy Chief Bruce A. Franca said the FCC 
concluded that PEC’s BPL trial “is in compliance” 
with FCC rules and that the company’s ham band 
notching efforts “are effective” to avoid the potential 
for harmful interference. The ARRL has requested 
clarification of certain claims made in Franca’s July 
22 letter, however. The memorandum cites PEC Di- 
rector of Emerging Technologies Matt Oja as saying 
the technology PEC selected--by Amperion--” allowed 
us to address all complaints by changing the settings to 
mitigate interference.” 


One of the amateurs who’s been closely monitoring 
PEC’s foray into BPL--Gary Pearce, KN4AQ--says 
he’s pleased with the utility’s decision. “It’s a positive 
thing for ham radio that Progress Energy is not going 
to be pursuing BPL for whatever reason they decided 
not to do it,” Pearce told ARRL. “It’s going to make a 
lot of hams in Eastern North Carolina happy.” 


Pearce acknowledged that Progress Energy and Am- 
perion personnel worked closely with local amateurs 
to notch out interference on HF amateur frequencies. 
Effective notching turned out to be more difficult than 
anticipated, however. Even following the FCC’s visit 
to take measurements, amateurs continued to report 
strong BPL interference on the high end of 20 meters 
as well as in the HF international broadcast bands.

ARRL International EME Competi- 
tion Changes Okayed 


from The ARRL Letter — The ARRL Programs and 
Services Committee has approved some changes to 
the ARRL International EME Competition. The ob- 
ject of the event is to make two-way communication 
via the earth-moon-earth path on any authorized ama- 
teur frequency above 50 MHz. It now will span three 
weekends, with the first and third weekends devoted to 
the lower VHF/UHF bands, 50-1296 MHz, while the 
second weekend will be for 2304 MHz and higher. For 
2004, October 9-10 will be 50-1296 MHz; October 
30-31 will be 2304 MHz and up, and December 4-5 
will again be 50-1296 MHz. Multipliers for stations 
within the US are now states; in Canada, multipliers 
are provinces and territories. There also are new entry 
categories starting with this fall’s event: Single op- 
erator, multiband 50-1296; single operator, multiband 
2304 and above; multioperator, multiband 50-1296; 
and multioperator, multiband 2304 and above. In addi- 
tion, US and Canadian stations no longer have to send 
the portable designator if operating from a different 
call sign district. The new rules have been posted on 
the ARRL Contest Branch Rules page <http://www. 
arrl.org/contests/rules/2004/eme.html>.

New Vanity Fee Goes Into Effect 
August 10 


from The ARRL Letter — Hold the phone! The 
FCC apparently can preempt The Federal Reg- 
ister when it comes to setting effective dates for 
orders. Commission personnel have clarified that 
the new Amateur Radio vanity call sign regula- 
tory fee of $20.80 for the 10-year license term 
actually will become effective Tuesday, August 
10, not Friday, August 6 as ARRL and others had 
announced based on information in The Federal 
Register. 


A staff member at the FCC’s Gettysburg office 
told ARRL that the Commission’s computer sys- 
tem has been programmed to accept the new fee 
starting August 10. A management-level staffer in 
the FCC’s Office of Managing Director explained 
that the Commission was not necessarily bound 
by the August 6 effective date The Federal Regis- 
ter indicates, which is 30 days after publication of 
the order containing the new fee schedule. 


Applicants for amateur vanity call signs will con- 
tinue to pay the $16.30 fee per vanity call sign 
application until the new fee goes into effect. All 
applications received at the FCC on or after Tues- 
day, August 10 must be accompanied by the new, 
higher fee.
